It should be noted that nothing has been included in the 
budget for the care of Jail prisoners as the records show 
that since the closing of the old jail by vote of the County 
Delegation in the Legislature of 1925, the interest on the 
$70,000.00 received for the sale of same having been more 
than sufficient to pay the board and transportation of all 
prisoners the county had to support. 

Economic conditions prevailing during a large part of the 
year 1930, and to which there seems to be no definite 
change for the better, have made larger expenditures for 
the needy poor absolutely necessary. The fact that the 
cost of caring for dependent children is constantly increas- 
ing, also makes larger appropriations imperative. 

Another item of increasing costs is the Court, due in a 
large measure to the increasing number of automobile 
cases coming before it, for which the County has to assume 
the expense of trial, but receives very little or nothing in 
return for the fines (paid) imposed, under the present law. 

The item of $6,500.00 for Farm Bureau work is the 
amount asked by the Bureau for each of the years 1932 
and 1933, being $500.00 more than in past years. 

Based on present conditions and outlook, we feel that 
the estimates contained in the budget are most conservative 
and necessary to keep the County in the present sound 
financial condition. 

Since the close of the year we have been in receipt of 
bills for the support of county poor in various towns and 
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cities, also court costs for the year 1930, which must be 
paid out of the 1931 appropriation. 

It is very evident, under these conditions, that the ap- 
propriation of $125,000.00 made by the County Conven- 
tion of 1929 will not be sufficient to meet the demands 
made on the County Treasury during the present year. In 
this connection we would add that the County Court House, 
remodelled in 1905, has reached the point where a con- 
siderable outlay should be made to put it in good condition 
and keep it so. This item has been included in the budget 
covering the next three years. In consideration of all 
these facts we feel that an additional appropriation of 
$19,000.00 should be made to the $125,000.00 already ap- 
propriated for the present year, making the total appropria- 
tion for 1931, $144,000.00. 

The County Report, now in the hands of the printer, 
shows that Merrimack County had no outstanding bonds 
or notes at the close of the year 1930, and a cash balance 
in the hands of the Treasurer of $2,412.62. The $70,000.00 
received from the sale of the old jail is on deposit in five 
different savings banks, interest of which is being used for 
support of jail prisoners and other expenses. 

It is safe to say, that provided the proposed budget is 
adopted, Merrimack County will still have the lowest per 
capita tax among the counties of the State.

GENTLEMEN: 


In the last two annual reports, your Commissioners have 
called attention to the need of more room in the main build- 
ing at the County Farm. With the hope that conditions 
might so improve as to relieve the over-taxed condition, we 
have deferred bringing the matter directly before the 

County Delegation until the present time. The need for more 
room is increasing rather than diminishing, and it has been 
necessary to support many cases away from the Farm during 
the past two years on account of lack of room. Aside from 
the matter of providing additional quarters, there are some 
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other matters which should have attention; the heating sys- 
tem, installed when the building was built some thirty years 
ago, has outworn its efficiency and should have attention; 
larger and better hospital facilities should be provided for 
the care of the unfortunate sick and infirm. Should the 
Delegation consider this matter worthy of attention, your 
Commissioners will be pleased to submit to the County Dele- 
gation as soon as possible, a report in detail of what ad- 
ditions and improvements seem necessary, together with 
an estimate of cost.

Dear Mr. Sturtevant : 


In accordance with your request for an estimated cost for 
the erection of jail in Concord, also for the cost of in- 
stalling jail equipment in connection with the House of 
Correction building at Boscawen, would say, that having 
obtained estimates from one of the largest and best known 
jail building concerns, we are enabled to make the follow- 
ing estimates: Cost of jail building at Concord, $85,000; 
added to this would be cost of supervision of construction, 
building lot, garage, grading, connection with water, sewer 
and gas mains, furniture, bedding, kitchen and laundry 
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equipment, etc.; estimated cost of these items is $20,000; 
total cost, $105, O00. 

Alternate proposition of installing el equipment in the 
south end of the present House of Correction building at 
Boscawen: Cost and installation of jail cells, $40,000; ad- 
ditional cost of plumbing, heating and lighting, and other 
necessary work on building, $7,000.; total cost $47,000. 

Cost of maintaining jail at Concord, including interest 
on investment, is estimated at from $14,000. to $17,000. 
Estimated cost at Boscawen including interest on invest- 
ment, $4,200. 

It may be of interest to the Committeee to know that 
during the period of the past five years since the old jail 
was closed, the average number of prisoners which the 
county has had to support has been between seven and 
eight. The total cost for board for five years has been 
$10,605.36, and the cost of transportation and commitment, 
based on the total number of commitments has been $1150., 
making a total cost to the county for support of jail prison- 
ers for the past five years, $11,755.36. Average net cost 
per week, $6.03 for each prisoner. During this period the 
county has received the sum of $15,739.14 in interest on 
the $70,000. received from the sale of the old jail, which 
is $3,938.78 more than the entire cost of supporting jail 
prisoners. 

Trusting these figures may be of some service to you.

Report of County Commissioners 


To the Citizens of Merrimack County: 


In accordance with the Public Statutes of the State of 
New Hampshire, the Commissioners of Merrimack County 
herewith present the annual report of the County Commis- 
sioners, Treasurer, Superintendent of Farm and House of 
Correction, Clerk of the Superior Court, Sheriff, Jailor, 
Solicitor, Farm Physician, Chaplain and Auditors for the 
year ending December 31, 1931. 


County FARM 


During the year 1931 a considerable larger number of 
people were cared for than for some years previous, while 
the main building has been very nearly filled to capacity 
during a large part of the year and more room could have 
been used to good advantage. We feel that all have been 
comfortable and well provided for. This has been made 
possible by the efficient management and loyal devotion on 
the part of the Superintendent and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. 
J. M. Lorden. 

A very considerable amount of new work in the way of 
permanent improvements and necessary repairs to the build- 
ings has been done. ‘The report of the Superintendent 
shows that abundant crops were raised on the farm. We 
would also call your attention to the statistics shown in his 
report, relative to the number cared for, and other details 
relative to the farm.

Poor AWAY FROM HOME 


It would seem almost unnecessary to mention that on 
account of the economic conditions prevailing during the 
entire year, the amount of relief furnished was the 
largest in many years. Many people who had never been 
obliged to call for public aid before, were obliged to do so 
the past year. Many large families have had, of necessity, 
to be supported by the county, owing to the fact that the 
wage earner of the family, if any was unable to obtain em- 
ployment. It would seem that all can be done, is to do 
the best we can under present conditions and trust and hope 
for better times during the coming year. 


FINANCES OF THE COUNTY 


Owing to conditions referred to above the drain on the 
County treasury has been unusually heavy. Despite this 
fact, the Treasurer’s report shows a cash balance in his 
hands on January 1, 1932 of $7,290.93. Cash on deposit in 
five savings banks in the county in the amount of $70,000. ; 
outstanding note of $25,000., issued in anticipation of 1932 
taxes. The County has no outstanding bonds. It will 
thus be seen that the County is in a healthy financial con- 
dition.

Oxup AGE ASSISTANCE 

At the last session of the legislature ‘an act providing for 
assistance to aged and dependent persons” as defined in 
chapter 165 of the public statutes, was enacted into law to 
take eftect’Sept, 1;°1931.. ‘As’ the title indicates, ‘this is 2 
provision for public aid to dependent persons over 70 years 
of age, under certain conditions and regulations. 

From Sept. 1 to Dec. 31, 1931 a total of 62 applications 
were received. After the investigations and hearings, which 
the law provides, 46 of these were granted, 5 withdrawn 
and 11 disallowed. Under the provisions of the law then, 
the applications granted were chargeable to the county, 
cities and towns as follows:

As the law provides that the amount of assistance to be 
granted may be from one to seven and a half dollars per 
week, it will be readily seen that a considerable additional 
‘tax will necessarily be placed upon the county, cities and 
towns of the state. 
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At each session of the legislature new laws seem to be 
made, placing heavier tax burdens on the Counties of the 
State. If County budgets are to be reduced or even kept 
where they are, closer scrutiny should be given such meas- 
ures before being enacted into law. 

In concluding this report, we desire to extend our thanks 
and appreciation for the very material help and co-opera- 
tion that has been extended to us by the many officials and 
citizens of the state and county, during the year just closed.

Report of the County Solicitor 


To the Commissioners for the County of Merrimack: 


muaie epril, 1931 term? ot the Superior Court,’ Carl O; 
Drew was sentenced to the House of Correction for six 
months for breaking and entering. Maxwell E. Coulter 
‘was sentenced to the State Prison for from two to five 
years for breaking and entering. Lester F. Newell was 
sentenced to the House of Correction for six months for 
breaking and entering. Arthur Curtis was sentenced to 
the House of Correction for six months for breaking and 
entering. Albert Drew was sentenced to the House of 
Correction for one year for breaking and __ enter- 
ing. His sentence was suspended during good _be- 
haviour. Frank A. Goodwin was sentenced to the State 
Prison for assault with intent to murder for from fifteen 
to twenty years. Glen Fullerton was sentenced to the 
House of Correction for one year for breaking and enter- 
ing. Carl R. Haynes was sentenced to the State Prison 
for forgery from one year and one day to three years. Lu- 
cien LaCroix, Frank H. Jeness, Bertram Banfill and Heber 
L. Braley all were sentenced to the House of Correction for 
one year each for breaking and entering and their sentences 
were suspended during good behaviour. Ernest C. Hamel, 
Florence Ayer and Dorothy Dorval and Azaire Montan- 
bault were sentenced for six months to the House of Cor- 
rection and ordered to pay fines of fifty dollars ($50) each 
on charges of adultery. Lionel E. Belanger was sentenced 
to the House of Correction for one year for breaking and 
entering and his sentence was suspended. Carl E. Vose was 
fine three hundred dollars ($300) and sentenced to the 
House of Correction for thirty days for a violation of the 
motor vehicle laws. : 

At the October, 1931 term of the Superior Court Robert 
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Merrill was sentenced to the State Prison for from three 
to five years on an assault charge, his sentence being sus- 
pended. Antonio Pepin was sentenced to the State Prison 
on a charge of obtaining money by false pretenses for from 
one year and six months to two years. Clifford R. Sprague 
was sentenced to the House of Correction for six months 
for breaking and entering. Patrick Benwell, Fred Pinard 
and Lawrence Proulx were sentenced to the House of Cor- 
rection for two months for stealing. The sentence of 
Proulx was suspended. Tom Wallace was sentenced to 
the House of Correction for one year for larceny and his 
sentence was suspended. Marcel Fournier was sentenced 
to the House of Correction for one year for breaking and 
entering. Norris W. Colby and Horace Cayer were sen- 
tenced to the House of Correction for one year each for 
breaking and entering and their sentences were suspended. 
John Chenette, William P. Chenette and Francis C. Chenette 
were sentenced to the House of Correction for six months 
each for breaking and entering. The sentence of Francis 
Chenette was suspended during good behaviour. Leon J. 
Croteau was sentenced to the State Prison for from one year 
and one day to three years, sentence being suspended dur- 
ing good behaviour. Elmer E. West was sentenced for six 
months to the House of Correction for concealing mort- 
gaged property. Henry F. Downey and Oscar W. Morin 
who escaped from the State Prison were given a further 
sentence to that institution. Norman DeNault was sen- 
tenced to the House of Correction for one year for break- 
ing and entering and his sentence was suspended. 

During the year 1931 several stock fraud cases were 
brought to the attention of the County Solicitor and indict- 
ments have been returned against William D. O’Malley, 
Nathan Rosenfield and William Jacobs. These cases are 
awaiting trial. 

The year 1931 has seen a large increase in the amount 
of work required of the County Solicitor. There have been 
more than the usual number of non-support cases and the 
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usual number of cases for the violation of the prohibition 
law. . 

During the year 1931 it was decided that criminal in- 
vestigation work could be more effectively prosecuted by 
assigning one of the deputy sheriffs to the County Solicitor’s 
office. Cleveland Percy was assigned to this work and so 
far the plan has worked out very successfully. Immediate- 
ly upon the receipt of complaints by people who have suf- 
fered from violation of law the complaints are turned over 
to Deputy Percy who conducts the investigation and makes 
written reports to the County Solicitor. Upon the result 
of the investigation depends whether or not a warrant issues 
for the offender. 

The County Solicitor wishes to take this opportunity to 
express his appreciation to all the criminal investigation 
agencies of the county for their energy and cooperation in 
apprehending violators of the law. 

Without full knowledge of the organization of the sheriff's 
departments of other counties the County Solicitor feels 
that the increase in the efficiency of the sheriff’s organiza- 
tion in Merrimack County and its development of system 
and organization indicate possibilities which may not have 
been previously recognized. The County Solicitor believes 
that if the State were to employ two full time investigators 
to cooperate with and coordinate the work of the sheriffs’ 
departments throughout the state, the need for a state police 
organization might be indefinitely postponed.
